“Watch the score” is a valuable rule, 
but only when clearly understood.

The original bid 
is the one chance a player has to give 
exact information and he should always 
tell his partner the truth. This can be 
done only by bidding the hand without 
consideration of tile score which should 
be disregarded when making an offen­ 
sive bid. For example: 
The Auction score was Y Z — 24; 
A B —- 20, rubber game. 
The Contract score, Y Z — OO; A B 
— 70.

He properly bid one no trump, either 
at Auction or Contract. A biti two 
spades and Y bid two no trumps and 
all passed.

If Z had 
looked at the score and bid one club, 
A would have bid one spade and Y s 
hand was not strong enough to bid one 
no trump. The result would have been 
that A B would have played the hand 
at spades and scored game and rubber. 
lf you have a no trump, bid it. Don't 
bid a minor suit under such conditions 
because of an advanced score. 
The time to consider the score, both 
at Auction and Contract, is when your 
opponents have a score and make a bid 
ahead of you. The conditions in such 
cases are very different, for you are then 


I on the defensive and it is lip to you to 
bid and force your opponents, if possi- 
| blo, to a bid that they cannot make. 
For example:

A is forced, therefore, by the score, 
both at Auction and Contract, to 
double one no trump in the hope that 
Y Z will let him and his partner play 
the hand or that if Y Z bid two no 
trumps, they will be unable to make it. 
The double is unsound except from a 
defensive standpoint. 
That is what the writer means by a 
correct understanding of “Watch the 
score”. It is never important from an 
offensive standpoint, but always im­ 
portant from a defensive standpoint. 
There is no greater mistake in Auction 
or Contract than to change your 
methods of bidding, except for defen­ 
sive purposes. Bidding for offensive 
purposes, that is, to arrive at the best 
bid of the combined hands of yourself 
and your partner, should always be the 
same, regardless of the score. The 
question of the score, therefore, except 
for defensive purposes, should never be 
considered.

/CHRISTM AS UVE at old Fort 
^ Laramie on the Oregon Trail in 
Wyoming. 
In “Bedlam,” the build­ 
ing where all the social functions of 
tim post were held, a great hall 
was going on and unmindful of the 
bitter weather outside the little gar­ 
rison was forgetting for awhile the 
perils and hardships of life on the 
frontier.
